Our  football  team  played  a  hard  game  against 
the  U.  C.  Freshmen  on  Tuesday,  September  17th.

Four  of  the  B.  C.  L.  records  were  broken 
Saturday.  The  ico  yd.  dash  record,  held  by 
Stanley,  of  B.  H.  S..  was  broken  by  Hughes  of 
Oakland  by  the  time  of  0:10  1-5.  Two  of  the 
watches  recorded  the  time  as  "ten  flat,"  but  they 
all  acknowledged  that  they  caught  the  time  a 
little  slow,  so  the  official  time  was  given  out  as 
0:10  1-5. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  day 
was  the  half-mile  run.  It  was  thought  after  the 
first  lap  had  been  run  that  Wilcox  of  Oakland 
had  the  race,  but  at  the  finish  he  stumbled  and 
fell,  and  the  race  was  won  by  Montgomery  of 
Lowell,  Coyne,  O.  H.  S.,  second,  and  Miller,  B.  H.

There 
was  a  discussion  however  as  to  his  right  to 
first  place,  as  one  of  the  judges  said  he  fouled  on 
the  turn.  This  was  overruled,  however,  and  he 
was  given  the  decision. 

Burpee  of  Oakland  broke  the  pole  vault  record 
of  9  ft.  7  in.    His  new  record  is  10  ft.  1  in. 

In  the  two  mile,  although  we  did  not  win  the 
race  he  beat  Oakland.  Barnes  of  B.  H.  S.  ran 
the  pluckiest  race  of  the  day.  making  a  strong 
finish.  With  more  experience  and  more  training 
he  would  make  a  fine  two-mile  runner. 

J.  Blakemore  won  the  shot  put  and  the  hammer 
throw  for  us.  breaking  the  record  of  the  hammer 
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throw.  He  also  won  second  place  in  the  high 
jump. 

Captain  Hume  won  second  place  in  the  low 
hurdles.  In  the  first  heat  he  had  the  misfortune 
to  strike  two  hurdles,  but  despite  this  fact  he  fin- 
ished a  close  second  in  the  finals.

33  points  and  Berkeley  28.
